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THE CZAR’S PROCLAMATION OF PARDON. 
Is it owing to a clearer apprehension of the difficult work cut 
out for his Government by the Polish insurgents, to a desire of 
forestalling the pressure of Western diplomacy, or to® personal 
leaning to clemency, that Alexander II. of Russia has seen fit 
to publish a manifesto offering an amnesty to “all Poles in the 
kingdom who shall lay down their arms and return to their 
allegiance by the 13th of May,” and declaring his Imperial 
intention “to open a new epoch of political life, based upon 
the rational organisation of administrative local self-govern- 
ment?” Perhaps the fact is due in part to each of the above 
causes ; but, whatever may have conduced to it, the fact itself 
is one of primary significance, 





It may be reasonably doubted whether the amnesty, the 
publication of which signalised the Russian Easter Sunday, will 
exercise any conciliatory influence upon the hostile relations 
of the parties now engaged in strife, Documents of this kind 
seldom weigh much with men who have taken up arms in 
vindication of their national rights—unless, indeed, they are 
addressed to a people who have consciously lost their last 
chance of success. The Poles have not yet been so decidedly 
worsted and demoralised, in their ostensibly unequal struggle 
with Russia, as to put them under any very strong temptation 
to commit themselves once more to the tender mercies of a 
Government, which could discern no moral objection to resort 
to a process of kidnapping for the purpose of consigning the 








whole liberal political manhood of Poland to a living tomb. 
The recollections which crowd the last thirty years are 
not such as will plead eloquently with the Poles for their 
acceptance of proffered pardon, The mere proposal to blot out 
the present, that the future may be as the past, is not at all 
likely to stir, in the hearts of the insurgents, intense yearnings, 
nor to kindle brilliant hopes, This generation—the people now 
in actual rebellion against foreign domination—never once 
tasted Russian clemency, know not what it is, and therefore 
cannot have any fond thoughts of it, as an asylum to which it 
would be desirable to return, The ruler never thought of so 
using his undisputed power as to gain the sympathy of 
the ruled, Poland has not, within the memory of the living, 
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been suffered to see Russia in any light but that of a gaoler 
@evoid of every trace of humanity, She can hardly be ex- 
pected, therefore, to cast herself at her tyrant’s feet at the first 
vague promise of forgiveness, 

Nor does the foreshadowing in this manifesto of “ adminis- 
trative local self-government” assume either a definite or an 
attractive form. ‘“ We have already laid the foundations of 
this in the institutions which have been granted”—so the 
telegram summarises the text of the document—“ the efficacy 
ef which has not yet been put to the test. It is our desire to 
maintain those institutions, while reserving to ourselves the 
right of proceeding with their future development, according 
te the requirement of the age and of the country.” Words like 
these, in the mouth of Russia, can hardly be characterised as 
delusive, for they will deceive nobody. The most elucidatory 
comment upon them will be found in the course pursued by the 
Imperial Government towards Poland from 1830 down to the 
present moment, Paper Constitutions, the efficacy of which has 
never yet been tested, and which are to be developed according 
to what may be an autocrat’s notion of the requirements of 
the age and country, can hardly be considered a bait at which 
a people in full revolution will be eager to rise. Their 
utter uselessness has been too well attested by experience to 
warrant their being readily or highly appreciated in the dim 
prospect, Nota syllable can be discovered in this announcement 
calculated to bind the Czar to anything beyond his own good 
pleasure. The exceptions to his amnesty are so drawn as to 
place every Pole who accepts it at the bare mercy of the 
effended Government, and the promise of administrative local 
self-government is so light in substance and so nebulous in 
form that it may easily be dissipated by the first serious attempt 
to reduce it to a fact. The expatriation of Count Zamoyski; 
the military slaughter of unarmed crowds in the act of prayer 
and praise in the churches at Warsaw ; the midnight execution 
of aconscription, justly stigmatised by civilised Europe as a 
proscription ; the appointment of General Berg to supreme 
authority; and the uncontrolled barbarity of the Russian soldiery 
in Poland, have raised a tempest the reverberations of which will 
probably prevent any such indistinct utterances of mercy as 
those of the Imperial manifesto, from making the smallest 
impression upon those to whom they are addressed. 

But, while the amnesty is likely to have but small influence 
npon the future of this terrible struggle, it throws a flood of 
light upon the present position of it, It is a revelation which 
turns into certainties a number of suspicions, The insurrection 
that was to have been stamped out “in ten days” by order of 
the Emperor, but which is now asked to extinguish itself within 
thirty days, cannot be so trifling an affair as the official pen has 
80 frequently described it, From the fact that the manifesto is 
addressed, not only to all Poles in the kingdom, but also to 
those of the western provinces, it is clear that the conflagration 
spreads in an alarming manner, Lithuania, Podolia, and the 
Ukraine appear to be in as disturbed a state as any part of the 
Duchy of Warsaw. Ninety thousand men have hitherto been 
able to do but little towards the pacification of a wide extent 
ef country swarming with guerrilla bands which can almost 
everywhere find shelter in marsh and wood, The Autocrat of 
all the Russias is powerful, but even he cannot do as he will 
with impunity, That the Polish insurrection is telling upon his 
fears we may gather proof from this proclamation ; that it is 
formidable enough to justify those fears, evidence is pouring in 
from various quarters, 

We can hardly think, however, that the astute counsellors 
who surround the Emperor cherish the faintest hope that an 
insurrection which gains head in spite of fire and sword will 
succumb to the grant of an amnesty. Possibly they may have 
deemed it worth while to try the chance of severing ail con- 
nection between the combatant and non-combatant portion of 
the Polish population, But is it not far more consistent with 
our knowledge of Russian statecraft to regard this ostentation 
of clemency as mainly intended to stifle the protest of the 
Western Powers? An amnesty is probably what the Czar was 
well aware would be pressed upon him by Austria, France, and 
England ; administrative local self-government would be the 
extent of the change recommended by the two last-mentioned 
Powers. The proclamation is an answer beforehand to 
diplomatic interference — cleverly takes the wind out of 
its saile—shuts it up, as it were, to future silence and 
inaction, The less ground there was for supposing that 
the Poles would avail themselves of this offer of mercy, 
the more reason there was for parading it before the 
eyes of Western Europe, “See,” exclaims the Czar, “ it is not 
my will to prolong this lamentable contest. I am ready to do 
all that a Sovereign may do, without a surrender of his honour, 
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to bring back my rebellious subjects to their allegiance. I am | 
anxious to give effect to the engagements made by Russia in 


the Treaty of Vienna.” We know not how the protesting 
Governments can meet this bland profession, It cuts from 
under them all ground for international complaint. It baffles 


their interference by a nominal withdrawal of the causes of it, | 


It is a clever countermove by which the diplomacy of St. 
Petersburg seeks to checkmate that of St. James's and the 
Tuileries, We will not go the length of affirming—for, of 
couise, we are not in a position to prove—that it never had any 
other object ; but we fear that, in all human probability, it will 
have no other result, . 

A diplomatic victory, however, may be too dearly purchased. 
Neither France nor England, nor even Austria, will be at a 
loss to comprehend the real character of this move; nor is it 
the least likely to impose upon the insurgent Poles, Russia 
has yet to learn that governments gain no permanent strength 
from the triumphs of chicane, however perfectly it may answer 
its immediate purpose. To be technically right, but morally 
wrong, will satisfy no instincts but those of semi-civilisation. 
Possibly, the result of these over-ingenious tactics may not 
answer the expectation with which they seem to have been 





resorted to, Governments never relish being outwitted. If 
the impression produced upon the English and French Cabinets 
by the Czar’s manifesto should be that it was designed 
rather to baffle the remonstrant Powers than to pacify 
the people of Poland, the Emperor’s position will be 
not a little weakened thereby. Half his chances consist 
in the reverence entertained for his Imperial pretensions 
by more enlightened Potentates, That reverence once broken 
down, he runs the danger of being roughly called to account, 
Europe has long had strong inducements to meet with dis- 
pleasure the encroachments of Tartar barbarity upon her 
settled Sivilisation. Her forbearance has been great, Her 
respect for the Empire has had in it a dash of saperstition. 
But if once she gets into her head the suspicion that she is 
being hoodwinked as well as gravely inconvenienced, it will 
not be long before the Emperor will be compelled to swallow 
the bitter fruits of the diplomatic legerdemain of his statesmen, 
and Russians perhaps may have even greater calamities to 
deplore than the restoration of the ancient kingdom of Poland

English talk, and, above all, his deep sense of justice, made his 
speeches far more acceptable to thinking hearers than are the 
showiest or the most adroit exhibitions of Parliamentary 
gladiators. We knew him as a man of high mind, of deep 
learning, and of a kind heart. We knew him not only superior 
to prejudices and superstitions, but also to the order of con- 
scientiousness which permits a statesman to avail himself of 
both for the purposes of business, Such a lover, indeed, was he 
of fair play that he instinctively did the work of both sides im 
laying a case before his hearers ; and though he had made up 
his own mind, he arrayed all the arguments against himself so 
well and so justly, that his opponents had to thank him for 
giving them so many chances with less acute thinkers than 
himself, This is not the place to speak of the scholarship 
which gave him so high a position in the learned world, 
Slight justice is done in this country to men who follow twe 
pursuits ; mercantile society would probably think better of 
Mr, Gladstone if he did not write books about Homer; and 
scholars speak only tolerably of Lord Derby’s translations 
from Horace, because he runs horses and makes speeches, But 
now that Sir George Lewis no longer defends Estimates, the 
public will be taught to recognise his varied learning and 
sound philosophy. 

It is, of course, no secret that a large number of persons, 
whose suffrages are very potent, looked forward to the time 
when a gallant octogenarian statesman should claim his well- 
earned coronet and repose, and when a successor to the highest 
political office should be designated, and that these persons had 
thought that a very efficient Ministry, good for all working 
purposes, might be formed with Sir George Lewis as its chief, 
In a time of violence, or of strong party action, such a 
leader could not have held his own, such times requiring 
a man who is much more “in evidence;” and who, more- 
over, is much less scrupulous in aiding friends and 
demolishing foes than the late Secretary for War could ever 
be. But in smooth days like these, when all that is needed 
in a Premier is sound sense, ready vigour, and the good opinion 
of the nation, there might have been no reason against Sir 
George Lewis's accession to the highest office, He would have 
neglected uo point of duty; he would have resigned in an 
instant, had he seen that the interests of the country demanded 
a different kind of leadership ; and he would have been one of 
the first to see this, when the case stood so, Hisprinciples were 
Liberal ; and though he has been reproached as too Whiggish, his 
intellectual perceptions were too keen to let him be fetteredia 
action by any household traditions, His mode, for instance, of 
dealing with the questions which the Dissenting interest has forced 
forward during the last two years was in perfect accordance with 
Liberalism, though his philosophic habit of thought inclined 
him to a eort of talk on those subjects which gave high offence 
to fanaticism on more sides than one. He would have made a 
very practical Premier, and, unless stormy times arose, he 
would have navigated the ship to the satisfaction of the best 
class of passengers, More than this even our admiration for 
one of the ablest and best men of the day will not permit us 
to say, and it is no slight tribute to a statesman to allow that, 
under certain circumstances, he might have been trusted with 
the interests of England, 

England deplores his loss, and if a word of the most respectful 
sympathy may be addressed to one whom the public cannot 
regard as a stranger, thanks to her own contributions to its 
enjoyment, we would offer that word to the accomplished lady 
whose kindred tastes with those of her distinguished husband 
made her not only his best friend but his best companion, Sir 
George Lewis departs in the fall possession of all his powers, 
and at a time when we were all becoming more and more 
aware of his merits. His premature demise is a subject of 
unmixed regret to his fellow-countrymen ; but to his household 
there may be consolation in the thought that our memories of 
the lost statesman will be, intellectually, of a true man “ at his 
best,” and, physically, of our great painter's sic sedebat.

quarterly. meeting of the Council of the Halifax Chamber of Commerce, 
held yesterday week, it was decided not to entertain a report from the 
New York Chamber of Commerce touching the building in this 
country of war-ships for the Confederates. Sir William Brown, of Liverpool, 
in a letter to a Manchester paper, denies what has been imputed to him, that 
he has advocated, through the agency of a paid servant, resolutions of certain 
anti-slavery mectings, from which he had himself held aloof; and he also 
denies that his firm has acted as Federal agents for the supply of warlike 
munitions. His firm, indeed, has shipzed arms for account of both English 
and American houses, as it has shipped any of the articles which may equally 
bave been uired for the service of the United States; but Sir William points 
out that this is no infringement of the law or the Queen's neutrality procla- 
mation, which does not prohibit the shipping of arms.——An authoritative 
contradiction is given to the statement that the Messrs. Laird, of Birkenhead, 
are building vessels for the Confederate service.

THE DISTRESS IN LANCASHIRE. 

At the mecting of Central Committee in Manchester on Monday it was 
announced that the ipts for the week had been £1193; for the month, 
£40,896 ; leaving a balance in hand of £412,535 6s. 24. Mr. Farnall reported 
a further decrease of 4491 in the number of persons receiving parochial relief 
in the cotton-manufacturing districts; but he also shows that 414,489 indi- 
viduals, or a fraction over 20 per cent of the population of the unions 
included in his tatiles, are supported either by the poor rates or by charity. 
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To this vast aggregate of poverty and suffering must be added the inmates | 


of the various workhouses, who number 11,458. Various grants were made. 

The Mansion House Committee met yesterday week, after the lapse of a fort- 
night. The total amount received is £478,000, and the total disbursements 
£377,000. The home subecriptions during the fortnight amount to £2903, 
and those from the colonies to 5156. The committee discassed the question of 
emigration, and at its next meeting will probably decide whether to vote some 
considerable sum from the fund at their disposal to assist Lancashire people 
to emigrate, or invite public subscriptions to a special fund for the purpose. 
Grants to the amount of £5785 were made. 

An infinential meeting has been held at the Manchester Townhall, at which 
a resolution was passed in favour of assisting those of the unemployed to 
emigrete “ whose training and habits adapt them to the exigencies of ovlonial 
life,’ and a committee was appointed to take further measures. 

The Hon. Mr. Villiers, President of the Poor-Law Board, in a speech at 
Wittenhall, has pronounced a warm eulogium on the Lancashire operatives. 

On Saturday morning a meeting of delegates from the adult schools 
established in Ashton-under-Lyne, Stalybridge, and Dukinfield, was held in 
a schoolroom in Ashton-under-Lyne, when the recent riots which have taken 
place in the neighbourhoods mentioned were protested against as not being 
the doings of the Lancashire operatives, and an address was alopted for pre- 
sentation to Lord Shaftesbury. Nearly 100 delegates attended, representing 
almost every school in the three towns.

With great difficulty, and in imminent danger of swamping in the 
rollers, both the boats succeeded in oe? Headsat five o’clock, | 
where they met the pilot, and observed the small steamer Wonga- 

Wonga, which had a few hours previously proceeded to sea, returnip 

by the south channel into port. The life-boats having been repo 
unserviceable, the steamer closed the boats, took them in tow, and 
steamed out to the scone of the wreck, which they did not reach till 
six o’clook. They found the ship almost buried in the water, the seas 
breaking clear over all and half way up the rigging. All the people in 
the tops had mounted in the rigging; the Commodore, with all his 
young officers, being in the mizentop. se. 

It was at once seen that the only chance of saving lives was from | 
the bowsprit and jibboom, which overhung the deep, still water. The | 
boats were placed to pick up all that ventured to jump and swim for | 
it. With the exception of the boat’s crews, all that survive were 
saved in this manner. Nearly all that left the ship abaft the foremast | 
were taken down by the eddies and undercurrents around the ship. | 
Some of the more young, active sailors slid down the stays from head 
to mast until they reached the jibboom. It was stated by the men 
who were picked up that, shortly after the two boats had left the ship, 
the launch was got out and manned with forty hands, but in endea- | 
youring to clear the ship had got swamped alongside, and that all 
were drowned. 

At about seven o’clock the flood-tide set in strong, and the rollers 
became very high and dangerous; the bowsprit soon broke short off, | 
the boats being occasionally towed to windward by the steamer, which | 
kept burning blue-lights. | 

Towards nine o'clock the masts went one by one; the people in the 
tops were heard cheering and encouraging each other as they fell. | 
The passengers in the Wonga-Wonga speak of this as a most heart- | 
rending sceue, for the ship seemed at the time to break thoroughly up. | 
Fragments of spars and large masses of wreck could be seen (it 
was a beautifully clear, bright moonlight night) passing in | 
shore with th: tide, clinging to which a number of poor 
fellows were picked up, most of them in the last state of 
ethaustion. The boats kept on the spot until all had disappeared. 
Nothing could be heard or seen during the remainder of the 
night. At daylight the wind had subsided; the sea was a perfect 
calm. The Wonga-Wonga steamed close to the reef, but nothing was 
visible but the stump of one mast and a few bareribs. It was difficult 
to realise, even to a person on the spot, and after a night of painful 
anxiety, that such a dreadful calamity had happened—that of that | 
noble ship, and of her complement of gallant fellows so lately full of | 
hope and life, nothing now remained but the few half-naked sailors 
that stood around us. | 

Numerous instances occurred of personal courage and endurance of | 
the very highest order. One case, that of a young seaman named | 
Johnson, who, at the risk of his own life, on four different occasions 
saved the lives of drowning men, deserves ial notice; whilst the 
pilot’s boat’s crew—four marines—were among the first and foremost. 

We have been also favoured by another corre: dent with the 
following description of the crossing of Manukau Bar, from which a | 
very fair idea may be formed of the perils to which the ill-fated | 
Orpheus succumbed :— 

** About half an hour after embarking at Onehunga we got under 
way, and steamed to the Heads; and, although the si was up 
that the bar might be crossed, the pilot thought it as well to wait 
until the morning. We therefore came to anchor inside the Heads, | 
about half a mile or less from the north shore, which was skirted with | 
steep hills covered to the top with huge trees; but no one looking at | 
them could believe they are anything approaching the size they really 
are. The South Head is very unlike the North, being a bare slope cf 
white sand so loose that a gale of wind blows it about like smoke. 

‘‘From the town of Onehunga to the Heads the distance is about | 
twenty miles, and from the Heads to the bar four or five miles. While 
at anchor inside we could seo the spray rising from the bar in clouds, | 
foaming and smoking along it like steam from a railway engine. | 
However, about seven o'clock in the morning we got under way and | 
passed the Heads, leaving the pilot at the Flagstaff Rock. I under- 
stand it is not his custom to cross the bar with vessels; he merely

Parliament that ever lived passed aturely from the scene he 
loved so well, the House its inability to proceed with its 
business and adjourned. This week it has been the sad lot of the 
House to follow the above painful precedent. It was known about 


two o’clock on Tuesday in the precincts of the Palace at Westminster | 


that Sir George Cornewall Lewis was no more. Men started and 
stared blankly at each other when the tale was told, for it came upon 
all with melancholy suddenness, and on most with a sense of bereave- 
ment. No rumours had reached the amy public of his iliness, 
and no one was prepared to hear of the death of a statesman 
who stood in a position, at least in the eyes of Parliament, 
at once of present content and satisfaction and of future hope. It 
was singular to observe the effect produced on a large body of men of 
various stations and diverse opinions when the House assembled on 
Tuesday afternoon. Men walked with a stealthy pace and spoke 
with bated breath ; and even in the formal, common act of presenting 
titions one could detect a gravity of tone anda seriousness of 
emeanour. By half-past four there was a full House; the Opposition 
being far in the majority. At this time Mr. Disraeli entered, his 
iy immobile countenance, and his unusually quick gait as he 
walked up the House, evidencing emotion, The Treasury bench was 
full, but Lord Palmerston had not arrived. The prelimi business 
having been disposed of, there was a pause—something like thatwhich 
Mr. Kinglake describes as occurring along the English line the 
moment before the hostile forces joined in the shock of battle at the 
Alma. Mr, Walpole, who Lay struck with grief, went behind 
Mr. Dieraeli, whispered a word or two to him, and, receiving agesture 
of assent, returned to his place. 
At length the Speaker called, in a reluctant voice, on Mr. Buxton, 
whose name stood first on the list of motions. That gentleman rose, 
but Mr. Walpcle waved his hand to him and presented himself to the 
House. Strange to say, Mr. Buxton did not at once give way, but 
stood fora minute or two, until cries, not loud and defiant, as is usual 
when rival members contend for a heuhia 


his seat. Walpole then rore. This right hon. gentleman has at 
all times a great command of plaintive eloquence, and it has often 
been objected to him that he was somewhat too profuse in his use of 
it. But this time this quality was appropriate, and no one 
could for an instant doubt the genuineness of the feeling 
which dictated his mournful accents and his mournful words. 


While he was speaking and leading the House towards his object— |

CURRENT LITERATURE, 


Ancient Leaves, by D'Arcy W. Thompson (Edinburgh: Edmonston 
and Douglas). Taste isthe predominant characteristic of this exquisite 
little book, both outside and inside.

‘The mere fact 
that this book, or rather the origi of which it is a transla- 
tion, was so distasteful to Peter the Great that he procured the 
| destruction of as many copies as the Austrian Government could lay 
| hands upon, would of itself recommend the work to general notice. 
| But when we add that, according to the evidence of a competent 
authority, ‘‘it is full of anecdotes which are not to be found 
anywhere else’’ touching the life of the Imperial shipwright, 
we feel sure that we shall raise inclination to see it to the 
height of avidity. It originated on this wise. The Most August 
and Invincible Emperor of the Romans, Leopold I., rent on an 
| embassy to the Most Serene and Most Puissant Czar and Grand 
| Duke of Muscovy, Peter Alexiowicz, in the year 1698, a noble gentle- 
man called Ignaz,-Christoph von Guarient und Rall, and one Jobann- 
Georg Korb went in the capacity of Secretary to the Legation.

THE EXHIBITION AT THE FRENCH GALLERY. 

The exhibition of works by foreign artists, just opened at the so- 
called French Gallery, Pall-mall, consists of a larger proportion of 
Belgian, German, Dutch, and Danish works than in any previous year. 
The French school is still well represented, but the International 
Exhibition probably prepared the way for the many contributions 
from our less immediate neighbours on the Continent. As a whole, 
however, the collection is less numerous than usual, but it contains

Tux Dublin Spring Shows, where the elder bulls quite surpassed their 
juniors, derived much extra interest from the renewed presence of 
cracks from the other side of the Channel, as in the days when Rosette 
used to take her annual wip, or Master Butterfly had his tremendously- 
protracted contest with Douglas’s Captain Baleo. Out of the 167 
shorthorn entries only seven were English, but in their classes Colonel 
Pennant won a H. ©., Colonel Towneley a frst, two seconds, and a 
H. O., and Mr. Torr a commendation for his two-year-old bull, Grey 
Gauntlet, by Dr. M‘Hale, and with two crosses of Vanguard. Mr. 
Crosbie saw his Crown of Lothian at the head of the youmg bulls, 
where his own brother, Crown of Athelstane, was last year; and Mr. T. 
Ball, who was second to him with Royal Ranger (a son of his well- 
known winner, Recherchée), had a commendation with this young 
bull’s {sire, Wood Ranger, and a first and third with Lamp of 
Lothian yearling heifers, both from Baron Warlaby dams. The 
Marquis of Waterford won a first, second, and third for bulls, and 
Colonel Leslie, M.P., Messrs. Thos. Baker, F. Anderson, Jeffrey 
Barcroft, R. Welsted, R. W. Whaley, and Baker, jun., were aleo 
among the prizetakers. Mr. Barnes, who swept the decks in 1860 
with Br. M‘Hale, and has been there or thereabouts so often, was third 
in the three-year-old bull class with a son of “‘ The Doctor,”’ and was the 
breeder of the best fat shorthorn cow. Leviathan and Soubadar, both 
ld-medal bulls, at this show had to bow to Royal Butterfly; and 
British Queen, by British Prince, the gold-medal heifer, had no mean 
one to beat in Royal Butterfly’s Duchess.

The anomaly is thus explained :—‘‘ Suppose the price of four 3%s. 
per barrel in New York, and only 26s. in London; the New York 
merchant pays for it in green-backs, which are at least at 50 per 
cent discount ; he receives for it, in London, hard cash, which, at 2 
is worth 39s. in green-backe, and this pays him a good protit after ail 
expenses of freight are deducted.”’

PRESENTED TO THE PRINCE. OF 

WALES BY THE ROYAL CALF 

DONIAN CURLING CLUB. 
Ar the annual meeting of the 
Representative Committes of the 
Royal Caledonian Curling Club, 
held in Glasgow last July, it was 
announced that the Prince of Wales 
had signified, through the Eas) of 
Mansfield, his acceptance of the 
office of patron of the club, formerly 
held by his illustrious and lamented 
father the Prince Consort. At the 
same meeting it was resolved t 
present the Prince of Wales with 
a pair of curling stones, which bie 
Royal Highness has graciously 
accepted. They are made of green 
serpentine, found near Crieff, 
Perthshire, and generally known 
to curlers by the name of Muthbil 
stone. The handles, the wood of 
which is of oak from Linlithgow 
Palace, are richly mounted in 
silver. The plates, which screw on 
to the stones, are elaborately chased 
with thistles, forming shields ix 
the centrer, which bear the follow- 
ing inscription :—‘ Presented by 
the Royal Caledonian Curling Clul 
to H.R.H. the Prince of Wales, 
Patron, 1863.” They have been 
designed end executed by Mackay, 
Canningham, and Oo., goldsmiths 
to the Queen, Prinoce’s-strect, 
Edinburgh.
